Under ideal conditions, from 125 
to 150 acres per hour can be 
covered and rates charged are 
said to be identical with the 
convential-type dusting airplane.

Wool will be supported at its 
1946 support price until June

Support price levels are not 
specified for other nonbasic com- 
odities, but it is declared to be 
the intent of Congress that the 
lending and purchase operations 
of the Department of Agriculture 
shall be carried out through 
December 31, 1949, to bring the 
price of these commodities and 
the income of producers to a 
fair parity relationship with 
basic and Steagall commodities. 

Compliance 

The Secretary of Agriculture 
is authorized to require compli- 
ance with production goals and 
marketing regulations as a con- 
dition of producer eligibilty for 
price supports for ail nonbasic 
commodities, * 

A revised parity price formula 
is provided under this title in 
which base prices will be ad- 
justed to reflect the actual price 
relationships which existed 
among the various commodities 
during the ten year period im- 
mediately preceding the year for 
which parity prices are being 
calculated.

During the period of transi- 
tion from the old to the revised 
formula, the parity . price for 
any particular commodity is not 
permitted to fall by more than 
5 per cent in any one year.

BILLBOARDS. FAVORING REAPPORTIONMENT 
ARE INSULT TO INTELLIGENCE 


Billboard advertising that has appeared in southern Tulare 
county calling for a ‘‘Yes’’ vote on Proposition No. 13, the reappor- 
tionment measure, insult the intelligence of residence of this rural 
area, for they are a direct appeal to ignorance and seek to confuse 
the issue at hand. ‘ 

In utilizing the famous words, ‘“‘No taxation without repre- 
sentation,” these advertisements seek to establish a case for reappor- 
tionment by innuendo, yet in reality, if No. 13 carries, we will de- 
finitely have taxation without representation, and it will be those 
of us in the rural areas of California who lack that representation. 

Ai the present time, members of the California Assembly are 
elected on a basis of population. This gives the heavily populated 
areas of California control of the state assembly. State senators 
are elected on a basis of districts, with counties, in most cases, 
comprising a senatorial district. This setup results in control of the 
Senate by representatives from rural] areas of the state. 

This is a just system of representation—infact it is the same 
system that was adopted by our federal government in equalizing 
congressional representation between heavily populated and sparcely 
populated states. 

But, if reapportionment carries in the November 2 election, 
then both the California Assembly and Senate will be controlled 
by the big city areas of the state, because both. assemblymen and 
senators would then be elected on a population basis. 

Which means that the big cities would dominate and completely 
run state affairs leaving rural areas with no effective representation. 

That’s why we say the billboard campaign favoring No. 13 
is an appeal to ignorance, and a poor attempt to confuse the issue. 

Don’t be misled by this advertising trickery.

Water-Power 

He emphasized that project 
water must be brought to the 
“family size’? farm at the lowest 
possible cost, a job that requires 
the uniting of electric power 
production with the providing 
of irrigation water. And he men- 
tioned the ‘‘overwhelmingly sel- 
fifth’’ interests that seek to di- 
vide the issues of power and wa- 
ter. ; 

Mr. Krug said that after 40 
years of basic reclamation law, 
that has included the controver- 
sial 160-acre limitation, bureau 
of reclamation operations have 
“extended water rights, never 
taken them away,’ and have 
“created wealth, never taken 
away land wealth.”

i Riparian Vs. Ditch Rights Was Problem 
} Of Tule River Water Users 60 Years Ago 


If there are those persons who 
believe that water has become a 
vital problem to residents of 
southeastern Tulare county only 
in recent years, it might be of 
interest to recall that on Octo- 
ber 9, 1889—nearly 60 years 
ago—-a meeting characterized as 
“Stormy” by the Porterville En- 
terprise, was held in Porterville 
in an effort to compose claims 
of farmers with riparian water 
rights ‘and those with ditch 
rights on the Tule river. 

Previous to the calling of this 
meeting, there had been a num- 
ber of incidents involving dams 
and the breaking of dams along 
the Tule, and water rights were 
pretty much the property of the 
individual or group of men with 
the physical power to take and 
hold water, but in September of 
1889, at a meeting of the Tule 


River Agricultural association, 
and others, a committee had been 
named to draw up a proposition 
for the distribution of the Tule 
river water that might meet with 
approval from both the ditch 
men and the riparianists. 
Committee 

Serving on this committee were 
William Blankenship, G. C. Dean 
Senator John Roth, T. J. Mitch- 
ell and J. H. Grimsley, and it 
was the report of this committee 
that comprised the principal item 
of business at the October 9 meet- 
ing. 

Plan of the committee sug- 
gested formation of a corpora- 
tion that would handle distri- 
bution of Tule river water and 
that all water rights, whether 
riparian proprietors or appro- 
priators, be conveyed to said 
corporation.”’

of water rights, corporation stock 
would be issued to former water 
right holders and provision was 
made for the construction of 
canals and ditches, In addition, 
the corporation was to set up a 
schedule of water distribution 
on a basis of shares owned, 
amount of water to be used and 
the time that individuals could 
use water. 
Harris Speaks 

In commenting on this plan, 
W..R. Harris brought out some 
ideas concerning water rights 
that existed at that time. He 
said, “The value of the land is 
in the water adjacent to it,” a 
statement that today, with the 
development of well pumping, 
might be amended to read ‘in 
the water under it.” 

He further said that ditch 
water users were wasting water, 
a practice “nothing more or less 
than robbery, as land along the 
lowers parts of the river are 
deprived of water wasted above.” 

And in asking that a repre- 
sentative from all districts be 
named to further consider the 
vrater problem, he said _ that, 
“Now, as everybody wants every- 
thing, there will never be peace 
until this water issue is settled. 

Emil Newman, who at that 
time represented the Pioneer and 
Porter Slough Ditch companies, 
called attention to legal aspects 
of the corporation plan; asked 
for a study of all facts involved 
and jsaid that his companies 
were willing to go along with 
any fair, straightfoward business 
operation but ‘‘did not intend 
to shove their heads into the fire 
blindfolded.” 

Gilliam Plan 

The Rev. S. T. Gilliam, who 
presided at the October 9 meet- 
ing favored the idea that district 
and faction representatives draw 
a plan for water distribution, 
after which the best plan could 
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be adopted. He also called at- 
tention to the fact that if ditches 
from Tule river were placed out- 
side the sandy banks of the river, 
less water would be lost from 
_seepage near the river. 

Final outcome of the meeting 
was that after further discussion 
by Senator Roth, Judge Redd, RB. 
O. May and Mr. Grimsley, it was 
decided. all districts and factions 
would be sent a copy of suggests 
made at the meeting, each would 
prepare a plan and another meet- 
ing would be called in the near 
future.

_ Projects Started 
Beginning freshman students 
are just now getting started on 
their individual projects under 
the supervision of their instruc- 
tor, Weldon Longbotham, who 


‘is in charge of all first year vo- 


cational agriculture at the 
school. These projects run all the 
way from an ample sampling of 
the crops found in this commun- 
ity to animal husbandry. cover- 
ing the range of animals bred on 


local farms and ranches. Each - 


vocational agriculture students 
must carry a project at least 
part of the school year. 

In setting up a project, ac- 
cording to Mr. Lengbotham, the 
student makes a free choice from 
the variety: of possible projects 
suitable to the situation of the 
individual boy. At the same time 
a student’s project and his class 
‘work are never far removed from 
each other. 


Citrus Lags 

New students are being aided 
in the choice and selection of the 
project in which they are indi- 
vidually interested and for which 
they have adequate facilities on 
their home ranch. The actual 
projects follow very closely the 
frequency of the same work on 
a commercial scale in this par- 
ticular farming community, with 
the possible exception of citrus. 
The interest. in citrus of the 
freshman students lags-well be- 
hind the interest in other crops 
and in stock raising. 

The thought behind this farm- 
ing program is for the students 
to “learn by doing.” At the same 
time, actual] study is necessary, 
so instruction in agriculture be- 
gins with textbook work and 
remains in the classroom until 
time for fall planting. These 
student plantings are made on 
the schoo! garden situated on Un- 
fon Avenue between Caliofrnia 
and Western, southwest of the 
high schoo] plant. 

Three Acre Area 


In this area of almost three 


acres the boys prepare the soil ~ 


for planting, cultivating their 
various crops and harvest the 
crops at the season’s end. All 
this is under the direction of 
Mr. Longbotham. 

This year, because of the great 
increase in freshman enrollment 
and the apparent accelerated in- 
terest in vocational] agriculture, 
the freshman students will have 
their own separate organization

people’ toward ‘unified support” 
of bureau of reclamation con- 
tracts. “There must be unity 
of purpose and effort toward a 
combined program of water and 
power development,” he said. 
Farmers Speak 

Following the talk by Mr. 
Krug, George Trauger, of the 
Lindsay-Strathmore Trrigation 
Irrigation district, and chairman 
of the Krug meeting, called upon 
lawyers, farmers and officials 
connected with irrigation dis- 
tricts represented. 

Almost without exception, 
these men told of the critical 
need for agricultural water and 
of the problems that their dis- 
tricts face as water tables drop. 
Impression conveyed was that 
they were satisfied with bureau 
of reclamation contracts being 
offered and in no instance was 
the Secretary questioned on 
phases of the contract—160-acre 
limitation, control of water 
rights, contract renewals—and 
other items that have been of 
such concern to representatives 
of water districts and to farmers 
during the period that negotia- 
tions have been under way con- 
cerning Central Valley’s water 
contracts with the bureau of re- 
clamation. 

Mr. Tauger pretty well set 
the theme of remarks when he 
led off with the statement that 
in his experience with water 
problems, ‘‘most  irrigationists

Solid-Tired Trucks With 18-Mile Speed 
Hauled Produce To Market 30 Years Ago 


Today’s farmers never question 
the fact that they can load a 
semi the size of a railroad car 
with farm produce on any after- 
noon of the week and have that 
produce in a Los Angeles or San 
Francisco market center the fol- 
lowing morning. 

But 30 years ago, the situa- 
tion was different. The ‘‘modern”’ 
truck in those days had solid 
rubber tires, a speed of from 18 
to 20 miles per hour and a 
weight capacity of from five to

Road Problem

the 1st district, recalls that it 
was not uncommon for his fa- 
ther, the late James R. (Jim) 
Moore, who established the origi- 
nal Moore’s Transfer in 1919, to 
be called out at any hour of the 
day or night to take care of one 
of his trucks that had broken 
through the surface of a coun- 
ty road. 

“It was a combination of ir- 
rigation water and squirrel holes 
that did the trick,’’ Mr. Moore 
states, with road surfaces often 
breaking down under motor 

. trucks after being undermined 
with water. 
Farming Changes 

And farming has changed con- 
siderably, even in only a 30-year 
period, since one of the big items 
of the trucking business ‘‘back 
when” was the hauling of wool 
during the sheep-shearing sea- 
son. In those days the Carreres, 
the Labigues, the Bilhous, the 
Blayes were prominent in the 
sheep business and truck loads 
of wool, as shown on The Farm 


it home. When Mordecai ‘‘Three 
Fingered” Brown was at his 
peak with the Chicago Cubs 
he knocked down a cool $3,000. 
When he asked for a $500 raise 
he was suspended. Johnny 
Evers, who was the mid- 


dle man in Tinkers to Evers

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Tribune’s page 1, were hauled 
into Bakersfield for marketing. 

And it was only during the 
first World War that trueks be- 
gan to compete with the rail- 
roads in transportation of live- 
stock. During the war period, 
when freight cars were at. a 
premium and truckers were us- 
ing the motto, “Save a Freight 
Car For Uncle Sam,” Jim Moore 
started to haul cattle from Tu- 
lare county to meat precessing 
plants in Los Angeles and he was 
probably the first trucker in 
the southern San Joaquin valley 
to devise a system of “double 
decking”’ his trucks for the haul- 
ing of sheep. 

Magnasite Haul 

Moore trucks also hauled mag- 
nasite from the mines east of 
Porterville to the processing 
plant that was formerly locat- 
ed at Orange and E streets in 
Porterville, utilizing the board 
road that was built out east 
Morton street and beyond Car- 
ter Hill. He also hauled granite 
from the quarry that operated 
on the south edge of. Rocky hill 
and assisting in the hauling of 
cement for the construction of a 
concerte highway that ran out

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swest Olive to a point west of 
Porterville. 

Contractor on this paved road 
preject was N. M. Ball &- Sons, 
who started operations in Por- 
terville and who are now one of 
the larger highway contractors 
in the state. For the west Olive 
‘road, sacks of cement were un- 
loaded and stood on end touching 
each other in a line that extended 
the length of the constrution 
job. 

Lumber was also hauled from 
the old Kessing mill at. pine 
Flat to Porterville and, for rail 
shipments, to Ducor. Some of 
this lumber was purchased dir- 
ectly by the Brey-Wright Lum- 
ber company. 

A special job was the hauling 
of a large storage tank to the 
Union Oil company distribution 
station just south of Porterville 
in 1922. Pictures of this job ap- 
pear on page 1 of the Tribune. 

The Moore Transfer company 
was operated by Jim Moore un- 
til his death .in 1942; was dis- 
continued through the years of 
the second World War, and was 
reopened by Rodgers L. Moore 
following his return from Navy 
duty in World Wor II.
